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to the payment of such hydrant rentals and shall 
not be otherwise employed.

AN ACT to amend chapter 221, of the laws of 

1882, entitled, "an act to reduce the act incor-
porating the city of Janesville, and the several 
acts amendatory thereof, into one act, mnd to 
amend the same," also to amend chapter 78, of 
the laws of 1883, entitled, "an act to amend the

The people of the state of Wisconsin, represented 
in senate and assembly, do enact as follows : 

SECTION 1. Section 2, of chapter 2, of chapter 
221, of the laws of 1882, is hereby amended, by in-
serting after the word, "attorney," in the fifth line 
of said section, the word, "two," and by adding to 
the word "commissioner," in the same line, the 
letter "s," so that said section when so amended 
shall read as follows: Section 2. The municipal 
government of said city shall consist of a com-
mon council, composed of the mayor and two 
aldermen from each ward. The other officers of 
the corporation shall be a clerk, treasurer, city at-
torney, two school commissioners-at-large, two 
justices of the peace, sealer of weights and meas-
ures, and one constable, supervisor and school 
commissioner for . each ward, and a street commis-
sioner and city marshal. 

SECTION 2. Section 3, of chapter 2, of chapter 
221, of the laws of 1882, is hereby amended by 
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striking out all after the word, "at" in the first Err re

be held on the first Tuesday of April, 1885, there 
shall be elected by the qualified electors of said 
city a mayor, clerk, sealer of weights and meas-
ures, a school commissioner-at-large, and a justice 
of the peace, who shall hold their respective of-
fices for the term of two years, and a treasurer 
and school commissioner-at-large, who shall hold 
their respective offices for one year; and there 
shall also be elected on the first Tuesday in April, 
in the year 1886, a treasurer, city attorney, a jus-

CHAPTER 140. 
AN ACT to incorporate the city of Cumberland. 

The people of the state of Wisconsin represented 
in ssnate and assembly, do enact as follows: 

CHAPTER L 

THE CITY OF CUMBERLAND, ITS CORPORATE 
POWERS. 

SECTION 1. All that district of country in the c  
county of Barron, in the state of Wisconsin, name. 
hereinafter described, is hereby set off and sepa-
rated from the town of Cumberland, and shall 
be a city by the name of Cumberland and the peo-
ple now inhabiting and those who shall inhabit 
said district shall be a municipal corporation by 
the name of the city of Cumberland, and shall 
have the general powers possessed by municipal 
corporations at common law, and in addition 
thereto shall have and possess the powers herein-
after specifically granted, and the authorities 
thereof shall have perpetual succession, and shall 
be capable of contracting and being contracted 
with, suing and being sued, pleading and being 
impleaded in all the courts of law and equity, 
and shall have a common seal, and may alter the 
same at pleasure.
